Va followed the car to Parkland and helped vith the aitaation until they 
pot then carried into the hoepital. I never did go in the hosrital. In 
a couple of nlnutes CMef LOTirVin, Pot. Sonkel, tha Ancy Wajor, and I 
proeeeded to the locaUon of the offonse at Elo and Houston, arriving at 
arproxinately 1!j?C TV.. CMef Utapkin advised to search a catoosa of a 
frelpht car that vaa parked just behind the lone SUr Pchool Book Deposi- 
tory Building.
